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FOREWORD 


This book is for use in parishes. Some parishes will be able to sing everything in it, others will choose those 
settings which are within the capabilities of their choir and congregation. It is up to the priests and musicians of 


each parish to decide how much their own people are capable of. However, as a general guide the following 
suggestions may be useful. 


1 A relatively inexperienced singing congregation: The Antiphons (e.g., “Father, into your hands I com- 
mend my spirit” on Good Friday) and the well-known hymns (e.g., “All glory, laud and honour” on 
Palm Sunday). 


2 A more experienced congregation: The Antiphons and well-known traditional hymns together with the 
choruses of those new hymns which have them (e.g., “Love is his word” on Maundy Thursday). 


3. An experienced congregation: Everything there is time to practice. 


There are some settings which are quite obviously best left to the choir. The singing of “My people, what have I 
done to you?” during the Veneration of the Cross on Good Friday is an example, and such settings may be sung 
in unison or four-parts. We suggest that in the Responsorial Psalms the choir or a cantor should first sing the 
Antiphon with everybody repeating it. The choir or cantor should then sing a verse of the psalm, and again, 


everybody takes up the Antiphon. In this way, the people do not have to learn the Antiphon, they merely copy 
what they have heard. 


In singing the psalms by Father Murray, speech rhythm must be maintained throughout. Final weak syllables 


should not be prolonged at the cadences. Those psalms by Anthony Milner employ the same technique as the 
Gelineau settings.
